{[FBIS Translated Text] Mr. Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, 
the head of state, today convened a meeting with the 
prime minister, legally recognized political party offi- 
cials, National Security Council members, national 
assembly bureau members, and members of the govern- 
ment convention bureau. The purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss the government crisis in Burundi. At the 
end of the talks, the president of the Republic authorized 
opposition political parties to choose a consensus prime 
minister. Mr. Charles Mukasi, of the main opposition 
Union for National Progress [Uprona] party, took the 
opportunity to lift the orders already decided in case 
Prime Minister Kanyenkiko does not step down. Here is 
Charles Mukasi: 


[Begin Mukasi recording] It was something which I 
would describe as favorable, as positive, since, at the end 
of the talks, it was agreed by the various partners in a 
clear and unanimous manner that the various partners 
should agree on a consensus figure as prime minister. 
After that, an agreement should also be reached on 
[words indistinct] composition of the government 
through consultation, and consensus in line with the 
provisions of the government convention. 


In brief, it is now up to the political parties, to us, to 
assume our responsibilities. The head of state expressed, 
unreservedly, his willingness and readiness to end the 
crisis quickly. and it is for this reason that I take this 
opportunity to call on our supporters to tell them that all 
orders given to them—I repeat all orders given to them— 
should be lifted immediately in order to get things back 
to normal, in order for us to continue together the 
political work which has always been our duty both at 
the level of the various talks, to provide information to 
our supporters on the various proposals which we have 
to work out with the other opposition political parties or 
those of the presidential circle. 


We hope that within the next 48 hours at the latest, that 
is to say by 10 February, things will be back to normal, 
and that life will resume quite normally, with proper 
institutions and a trustworthy government giving satis- 
faction to everybody in strict accordance with the gov- 
ernment convention. [end recording] 


Opposition Meets To Discuss Kanyenkiko’s 
Ouster

Burundi’s main opposition parties opened discussions 
Wednesday [8 February] on ousting Prime Minister 
Anatole Kanyenkiko, authoritative sources said. 
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The parties, including the most powerful group, the 
Unity and National Progress party (Uprona), have 
already decided to force Kanyenkiko’s resignation but 
must now decide on who should replace him, some 
sources said. 


According to the terms of a government convention 
adopted in September, the prime minister of the coali- 
tion government must come from the opposition. 


Kanyenkiko, a member of Uprona, was expelled from 
the party for indiscipline but has challenged the decision 
arguing that it was not taken in accordance with the 
party’s rules. 


Burundi remains very unstable following tension 
between the rival Hutu and Tutsi ethnic groups which 
threatens to envelop the country in a crisis similar to that 
which has affected neighbouring Rwanda.

Vice President Says Repatriation Accelerating

minister for defense, Major General Paul Kagame, today 
met a British delegation led by the British undersecretary 
for foreign affairs, Mr. (Anthony Goodenough). 


The discussions were centered on several issues 
including security in our country, the repatriation of 
Rwandese refugees and the international court for 
Rwanda. On the question of security in Rwanda, the vice 
president told Mr. (Goodenough) that a lot of progress 
has been made inside the country, but sporadic incur- 
sions launched by the Rwandese armed refugees as 
sometimes are reported in the Rwandan border with 
Tanzania and Zaire. 


Regarding the repatriation of Rwandese refugees, the 
vice president informed Mr. (Goodenough) that a great 
number of Rwandan refugees have returned home and 
that the voluntary repatriation has been speeded-up 
following the recent integration of former governme i 
forces into the National Army. 


On the issue of the international tribunal to be set up to try 
the perpetrators of genocide in Rwanda, both personalities 
expressed the urgent need for the tribunal to be operational 
as soon as possible, so as to prevent acts of revetige. 


The British undersecretary for foreign affairs expressed 
satisfaction over the outcome of the recent Geneva 
roundtable conference on Rwanda and stressed that the 
setting up of the British diplomatic office in Rwanda will 
facilitate and contribute to the strengthening of bilateral 
relations between Rwanda and the United Kingdom.

[FBIS Translated Text} In the southwest area of Rwanda 
originally carved out by Operation Turquoise, the 
United Nations-organized Operation Return has 
resulted in 110,000 people being transported to their 
home villages, to other camps for displaced persons, or 
to neighboring Zaire and Burundi. The Rwandans now 
exiled in Zaire, however, are known to be very reluctant 
to return home. Frederic Kayougora, a former minister, 
former headmaster of a Kigali high school, and current 
minister for mobilization and youth in the Rwandan 
government-in-exile, says negotiations should be opened 
with the Kigali Government. He spoke to our special 
correspondent in the region, Jean Helene. 


{Begin Kayougora recording] We here in Zaire, we have no 
intentions. We have not taken any action against our 
country, and we have no intention of doing so. Rather, our 
idea is to find a negotiated solution, a peaceful solution. 


I think that the conditions for our return have not yet 
been fulfilled. It is a fact that some people have gone 
back, and a few of them were killed. The sur-'ivors came 
back here, to Zaire. 


But I have a proposition to make to the UNHCR. It’s an 
experiment that could be undertaken to see if the right 
conditions for a return to Rwanda are in place. They can 
bring their trucks to our camps and ask those who want to 
leave to go back to Rwanda. Cn the other side of the border, 
they could have trucks inside Rwanda, making sure of 
safety, and ask the population, who wants to leave Rwanda 
for Zaire or elsewhere? They will find out, after carrying out 
this experiment, whether the conditions for a return to 
Rwanda actually exist. [end recording]

Premier Kengo on Elections, Refugee Situation

[FBIS Translated Text] Paris, France [PANA]—The 
presidential election scheduled for next July in Zaire 
might be strongly hampered because of the massive 
presence of Rwandan and Burundian refugees in the 
country, Zairian Prime Minister Kengo wa Dondo has 
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stated. “How can we hold elections when nearly 2.5 
million refugees are living on our territory,” Kengo wa 
Dondo wondered. 


Mr. Kengo stated this in an interview granted to PANA 
during the “Africa Conference” which opened in Paris 
yesterday. “How can we register voters? How can we 
identify voters?” he asked, stressing that ‘‘all these will 
pose a problem of accuracy of the elections.” “The situa- 
tion in Nord and Sud Kivu could generate an election 
dispute. We must avoid holding the elections while there 
are refugees in the country,” he further stated. 


However, the Zairian prime minister added that it is not 
up to him to say whether the presidential election could 
be held within the time limit stipulated by the constitu- 
tional transitional act, that is between 3 and 9 July. “I 
have submitted a bill establishing and organizing the 
national elections commission. It will be the duty of this 
commission to say whether it can meet this deadline for 
holding the elections,” he explained. 


Mr. Kengo recalled the preconditions set by the Zairian 
political class for the organization of the elections— 
namely, “restoring the authority of the state, reorga- 
nizing the economic, financial, and monetary situation, 
and reviving basic infrastructure.’ Other preconditions 
are, ‘registering and identifying voters, and ensuring the 
safety of persons and property so that democratic, free 
and fair elections cai: be held.” 


Concerning the situation in the Rwandan refugee camps 
in the Kivu region, the prime minister said that the 
registration of these refugees is over in the northern part 
of that area, and that this exercise will be completed 
shortly in the southern part of that Zairian region. He 
also reaffirmed his country’s willingness to maintain 
safety within the camps. “Zairian soldiers have been 
placed at the disposal of the UNHCR. They are helping 
refugees who want to return home to do so,” he said. 
“Our soldiers will form a safety corridor to ensure the 
return of refugees to the safety zones set up in Rwanda,” 
said Kengo wa Dondo who is attending the ‘Africa 
Conference” being organized in Paris by UNESCO. 


“These Rwandan safety zones should enable the refugees 
to become used to their own environment, and to regain 
confidence in themselves before settling down com- 
pletely,” he said. According to the Zairian prime min- 
ister, it is urgent today for “the refugees to be reassured 
by their country of origin.” “It is only by so doing that 
their return can be done effectively and in good condi- 
tions, in peace and dignity,” he concluded. 


‘Confusion Reigns’ in Transitional Parliament

{Begin Kamanda recording] The extraordinary session of 
the High Council of the Republic-Transitional parliament 
which has been meeting since 5 January appears to be rich 
in scandals. The latest scandal broke out on 3 February 
when opposition members of parliament, who have been 
banned from entering the Palais de la Nation, the other 
venue for parliament sessions, besieged the premises and 
prevented other parliamentarians belonging to other polit- 
ical parties as well as some ministers of the Kengo govern- 
ment, who are members the Economic and Financial 
Committee and had come to defend the 1995 budget, from 
getting to parliament. This made it impossible for the 
normal session to be held. 


This incident followed close on the heels of another one 
which occurred on 2 February at the same venue when 
the opposition parliamentary group, led by its Speaker 
Frederic Kibassa-Maliba and Deputy Speaker (Lambert 
Mende Omananga), broke through the gates and also 
destroyed the woodwork at the entry of the conference 
hall, thus creating such a terrible brouhaha which led to 
a break in the reading of the parliamentary report. The 
arrest since 2 February of Martin Kabundja, leader of 
the Union of Social Forces [UFS], by the security forces 
is also worthy of noie. The UFS leader was calling for a

Tension Reported in Kinshasa Over Army Pay

in the Zairian capital, Kinshasa, with rumors of disaf- 
fection within the Armed Forces about pay. The problem 
centers on a new salary scheme. It was to have been 
introduced after parliament had debated and approved 
the national budget for 1995, but now it seems the whole 
scheme has come unstuck and the chief of Zaire’s Armed 
Forces has taken to the airwaves to forestall the anger of 
his troops from spilling into the streets as they did two 
years ago. Nikela Rong reports from Kinshasa. 


[Begin Rong recording] In a speech to members of 
Zaire’s Armed Forces, General Eluki said the introduc- 
tion of the controversial new salary scheme had been 
suspended and it would not be made effective from 
January as many had feared. Calling for calm, he 
reminded them how much damage previous rounds of 
looting had done Zaire and promised that soldiers would 
be helped to make ends meet while parliament debated 
the scheme. 


The new salary structure drawn up by the Army generals 
widens the existing gap between privates, who stand to 
earn just $5 a month, and their commanding officers, 
who will earn $66 or more. It is deeply unpopular among 
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the rank and file and recently leaflets had started circu- 
lating in Kinshasa warning that the Army will go on 
another looting spree if its demands for a $200 wage are 
not met. Kinshasa still bears the scars of Army looting 
sprees in 1991 and 1993, when hundreds of civilians 
were killed, factories ransacked, and expatriates fled into 
exile. Terrified at being targeted again, many businesses 
have now set up security on their premises and few 
residents venture out after nightfall for fear of being 
robbed at army checkpoints. [end recording] 


Government Reportedly Seeks Control Over 
NGOs

[FBIS Translated Text] Brussels—Zairian Prime Min- 
ister Kengo wa Dondo wants “to establish order in the 
sector of nongovernmental organizations (NGOs)”—at 
the very time when the Belgian Government is seeking to 
make more use of independent NGO channels in Zaire. 


The Zairian opposition newspaper LE POTENTIEL 
reported that during the Zairian cabinet meeting of 27 
January, Mobutu’s Prime Minister Kengo had 
announced that he would clip the wings of the indepen- 
dent NGOs. In theory Zairian NGOs can only be offi- 
cially recognized by presidential decree. The recognition 
procedure can drag on for up to four years. Since the 
(unfulfilled) promise on democratization which was 
made in April 1990, the number of NGOs in Zaire has 
proliferated: The most dynamic forces have organized 
themselves into self-help activities, because the ravaged 
state simply was doing nothing in all fields. 


These local NGOs generally work on the basis of the 
simple approval of local administrations, which at 
present often have no or little contact with Kinshasa. 
Monday’s LE POTENTIEL reported that ‘“‘today 90 to 
95 percent of the NGOs work on this basis.”’ In other 
words the entire nongovernmental sector, which in the 
meantime is exceeding the state apparatus in impor- 
tance, is outside the control of the Kengo government. 


That does not suit Mobutu: This summer he wants to hold 
presidential elections and does not want to face opposition 
from an informal counter-force. Hence the fact that Kengo 
wants to reestablish the formal recognition procedure. “In 
this way he will oblige the NGOs to collaborate with the 
government,” LE POTENTIEL said. 


The paper made a connection with the recent report by 
the Zairian human rights NGO AZADHO [Zairian 
Human Rights Association], which reported on iliegal 
executions by Zairian soldiers and random revenge 
actions on opponents. Mobutu’s ambassador in Brussels, 
Kimbulu, reacted to the critical report by demanding 
that AZADHO reveal what he said were iis forcign 
sources of financing.

LE POTENTIEL also referred to a second reason for 
clipping the wings of the independent NGOs. “In Wash- 
ington, Paris, Brussels, and Berlin the authorities con- 
stantly insist on the need to only use independent NGO 
channels in providing aid to Zaire.”” According to LE 
POTENTIEL, (Prime Minister) Kengo’s message to 
abroad was: “Either you go via the government, or you 
do not—but then you will not reach anyone in Zaire.” 


Today the Dehaene government will announce the main 
points of its new African policies. The CVP [Christian 
People’s Party] has in the meantime also accepted that the 
Kengo government is unable to present enough results to 
come into consideration for the resumption of structural, 
official support. Consequently, the Belgian Government 
will make greater use of NGOs than in the past. 


Kengo clearly wants to block this route in advance. 
Government circles confirm that the first attempts to 
divert NGO emergency aid were detected in December 
last year—but at the time it was not clear whether the 
attempts were supported and organized by the Kengo 
government. Flemish NGOs report the same: Their 
NGO partners in Zaire are under increasing pressure to 
follow the wishes of the Kengo government. In addition 
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Mobutu supporters are setting up their own ““NGOs” on 
a massive scale, in order to also get a share of foreign aid.

President Moi Clarifies Statement on Elections

out an early general election saying he was misunderstood 
in an inference he made about polls in Webuye last m« ath. 


Speaking during Mr. John Keen’s defection ceremony at 
State House, Nairobi, he said he did not want to come out 
and deny it because he knew it had been misinterpreted. 


During his campaign trip for the Webuye by-election last 
month Piesident Moi was quoted as having hinted at an 
early election. This prompted protests in the opposition 
camps. 


Yesterday, President Moi said he deliberately ignored it 
and left the opposition to talk about it as they wanted. 
“When | said in Webuye don’t think of 1997, think of 
your welfare, people thought I will call an election. It is 
not. I did not want to come out and deny it, I left them 
to spend their money and talk about it,” he said. 


He explained that the context in which he talked about 
polls in Webuye was when he asked voters to vote wisely 
without thinking about 1997. 


He recalled he told voters that as human beings, they 
were all mortals and no one would know which among 
them would reach 1997. In this context, he added, he 
asked voters to cast their ballots for what is good for 
them at this stage. 


President Moi said that true democracy existed where all 
people campaigned in peace without confrontation and 
abuse. He chided the youthful opposition saying some of 
them couldn't handle the presidency even for 24 hours 
because things would be too much that they will run 
away. He said that for three years or so, people had spent 
their time talking about politics instead of development. 


He said he agreed with Mr. Keen that to succeed in 
politics, one has to plan properly. President Moi said 
that with the defection of Mr. Keen, Rift Valley Prov- 
ince, with the exception of a “small corner’ was now 
under KANU [Kenya African National Union]. 


He said that a day after he addressed a big rally in 
Naivasha last month, one Masai was killed apparently to 
fuel ethnic clashes. 


He said KANU elections were being held piecemeal and the 
trend will continue until the party becomes even stronger. 


He said the right leaders in Central Province were swept 
out by the multiparty hysteria and the party was 
redressing it. 
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President Moi said he would not respond to recent 
rumors about his health because they were started by 
Opposition. 


Government Claims Movement Planning Coup

ment statement. The attention of the government has 
been drawn to disturbing information on plans aimed at 
destabilizing the country by instilling fear, causing con- 
fusion, and eventually overthrowing the Government of 
Kenya. The situation, however, is being monitored 
closely. The planners, both inside and outside this 
country, together with their plans, are known. The Gov- 
ernment of Kenya is indeed deeply concerned with the 
subversive designs and activities directed against it and 
our people by an organization calling itself February 18 
Movement, FEM, and its armed wing, February 18 
Popular Resistance Army, (?FERA). 


The movement, which is based in a neighboring country, 
is led by a Brigadier John Odongo, alias (Stephen 
Ochieng Omoke), alias Brigadier (Husayn Kashmir), 
alias (Augustine Simba), who is an avowed communist. 
Brigadier Odongo was born in some location of Kisumu 
District in the late 1940s. He has lived in several foreign 
countries in self-exile since 1960s. He has a long history 
of involvement in guerrilla activities. 


It is evident that Odongo has now returned aii is 
presently directing his evil intentions and activities 
against the peace-loving people of this country. Agents of 
(?FERA) have been luring some Kenyan youths from 
selected communities with false promises of lucrative 
employment opportunities in Uganda. Upon recruit- 
ment, the youth are disguised as refugees from Kenya 
and thereafter put under military training in the pretext 
of recreation. 


From the camps, the trained (?7FERA) guerrillas have 
already launched and conducted several trial missions in 
Kenya which have manifested themselves in cattle rus- 
tling, tribal clashes, arson, fatal bank roberries, murders 
of Asian businessmen and other law-abiding citizens, 
and attacks on highway and patrol policemen. 


Specifically, the barbaric attacks on innocent people in 
Kayole Estate of Nairobi and the murders of Asians in 
Eldoret and Nairobi, together with the cold-blooded 
killing of two Kenyan police officers while on patrol 
duties in Mount Elgon District form part of (FER A’s) 
tactics.

The activities of john Odongo and his movement against 
the Kenyan Government and its leadership have been 
given detailed aud regular coverage by THE MONITOR, 
an influential Ugandan weekly. In its issue of the week 
ending 30th January 1995, THE MONITOR published 
exhaustively a nine-page statement by Brigadier John 
Odongo calling himself chairman of (7FERA) high com- 
mand. In the statement Odongo not only derides the 
government and pours insult on the person of his excel- 
lency the president, but aiso declares war against the 
Republic of Kenya and her people. 


According to THE MONITOR, which is widely read in 
Uganda and some parts of western Kenya, the recent acts of 
thuggery in Nairobi, Kanyamkago Division of Migori Dis- 
trict and (Luandanyi) sub-location in Bungoma District 
were the works of Brigadier John Odongo and (?FERA). 


Furthermore, the recent rumors on the health and where- 
abouts of the head of state is part of that wider plan to 
cause chaos and bring down the government. The 
rumors were designed, propagated, and in particular 
targeted at the business community, tourists, diplomats, 
and the general public. From the way the rumors were 
couched, it is clear that our enemies are determined to 
undermine our progress and consign the people of this 
country to abject poverty through acts that would bring 
about political and economic instability. 


It is significant for Kenyans to know that some senior 
clergymen, opposition politicians, and journalists from a 
section of the press played a key role in the dissemina- 
tion and furtherance of the malicious ill-talk and confu- 
sion. In fact it is even more curious for ali to note and 
realize that this mischievous propaganda material was 
carried prominently by the print media of a neighboring 
country. These newspapers extensively attributed their 
lead stories on the rumor to the Honorable Paul Muite of 
FORD [Forum for the Restoration of Democracy]- 
Kenya, the Reverend Bishop David Gitari of the Church 
of the Province of Kenya and a senior journalist with the 
NATION group of newspapers. 


The perpetrators of these diabolical acts expected to 
transform public panic into a chaotic situation of 
immense proportions, thereby creating an environment 
conducive for civil disorder, giving way to acts of law- 
lessness including looting, arson, riots, and even killing.

The gov- 
ernment also wishes to thank Kenyans for their con- 
tinued confidence and trust in the state security appa- 
ratus and indeed the government. In this respect, 
members of the public are called upon to be vigilant and 
report cases of disruptive elements bent on causing 
chaos, and continue to concentrate on their daily activ- 
ities for economic development. 


On its part, the government wishes to reassure the public 
of its full commitment to the provision of security and 
protection to life and property, in accordance with the 
constitution and the law thereto. 


Let it be known, therefore, that this government will at no 
time or circumstance, whatsoever, permit any person or 
group of persons within or without the borders of this 
Republic to interfere with the full enjoyment of peace and 
life by her citizens and visitors. Indeed the government 
shall not hesitate to take firm, decisive and appropriate 
action On any person or group of persons promoting or 
deemed to be promoting such activities which may under- 
mine the security of our nation and people.

We are not far away from the fire station 
and the neighboring offices... [pauses] one of the neigh- 
bors called the fire station and within 10 minutes the fire 
was put off. But before then the entire office, the 
reception had been destroyed: communication network, 
the fax system and filing system. the stationery, records, 
they all went [up] in flarnes. 


[Harper] Do you have any idea who these arsonists were? 


[Gatabaki] Yes, I have. This is the second time we have 
been attacked. I have accused the Kenyan Government 
of being behind it. 


[Harper] How can you be so sure that these people were 
sent by the government? 


[Gatabaki] Because for the last two years the government 
has tried to cripple my magazine by impounding the 
magazine. The police, directly by the government, 
impounded my magazine, jailing me, sending me into 
prison. [sentence as heard] 


[Harper] Was there something in your newspaper that 
might have offended the government? 


[Gatabaki] I don’t know. My paper reports extensively on 
corruption, misgovernance, and we are doing our job only. 
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[Harper] What are you planning to do now? 


[Gatabaki] Well, we are assessing the damage and also 
the implication on this. The government won't continue 
the harassment with the intimidation and we cannot.... 
[pauses] The democratic process, we cannot reverse it. 
We are going ahead. We are still going on publishing 
FINANCE. [end recording]

Salvation Alliance Urges Reconciliation

The SSA is of the view that the key to the Somali 
problem will only be found 1f ine general interests of the 
Somali people are placed above the interests of individ- 
uals, when the unity of the nation is put above tribal 
interests and when democracy, justice, and equality are 
placed above dictatorial tendencies. 


The SSA is of the view that it is the historical responsi- 
bility and number one duty of every patriotic and 
diligent Somali citizen to help save the Somali people 
from their sorry state of affairs, and also to save the 
country from the dangers of a renewed civil war which 
could cause great death and destruction. 


The SSA also took into consideration the overall public 
mood in the country which is geared to attaining peace, 
reconciliation, coexistence, and the restoration of 
normal life in the country’s districts and regions. 


The SSA is of the view that the situation should compel 
all political organizations and alliances, particularly 
leaders and intellectuals from the various sections of 
Somali society, to come up with new ideas based on 
practical goodwill, fraternity, and patriotism.

National reconciliation: The organization and holding of 
a broad-based national reconciliation conference, to be 
held in the country before 25 February, if conditions 
allow it. It should be attended by everyone. 


Organization of the conference: Recognized organiza- 
tions, alliances, signatories of the Addis Ababa agree- 
ment, the alliance led by Somaliland President 
Mohamed Ibrahim Egal, and the Somali National Move- 
ment [SNM] should name a joiit committee charged 
with organizing the national conference. 


Participation: Only representatives of the recognized 
organizations making up t!:e SSA and General Mohamed 
Farah Aidid’s Somali National Alliance [SNA], and the 
faction led by Ibrahim Egal, and the SNM, will partici- 
pate in the conference. 


Delegates: Delegates attending the conference will be 
drawn from a wide spectrum of the great Somali society, 
such as politicians, tribal chiefs, elders, religious leaders, 
intellectuals, and women in order to make the confer- 
ence a broad-based one. 


The number of participants: The overall number of 
delegates should be between 600 and 700. 


Representatives of political organizations: Representa- 
tives of political organizations should be proportional to 
the number of each organization's supporters. 
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The United Nations and international community’s 
roles: The United Nations will play a mediatory role in 
and provide logistical support for the organization and 
convening of the conference. The United Nations, major 
world governments, neighboring countries, brother 
African and Arab countries, and international and 
regional organizations should send their obse:cis to the 
conference and ensure the implementation of the confer- 
ence’s resolutions. 


Somali sovereignty and unity: The SSA holds the prin- 
ciple that the sovereignty and unity of the Scimali nation 
is sacred. 


Constitution: To ensure Somalis national unity and 
taking into account the prevailing realities, the SSA 
proposes that the new constitution should be of a Repub- 
lican nature with central and regional governments. 


Proposals on the federal system of government: If such 
proposals are made, they should be presented to the 
national reconciliation conference which will have a 
mandate to approve such decisions. 


Regional governments: The SSA believes in principle in 
the formation of regional governments with regional 
assemblies in the 18 regions with total independence 
[words indistinct]. 


Transitional constitution: The SSA believes in principle 
that the constitution for regional government should be 
based on shari’ah law and that this law should be 
applicable to the whole of Somalia. Approval of such a 
law rests with the national reconciliation conference. 


Parliament: The government and judiciary of the SSA 
believe in principle that the constitution on which the 
new governments will be based should clearly stipulate 
how such a system of government should be established 
with the aim of bringing about Islamic power [preceding 
two words in English]. The role of the executive [pre- 
ceding word in English] authority and the judiciary 
should be acceptable to, and in line with the wishes of the 
people and the Government of Somalia. There should be 
between !6€ and 180 members in the transitional 
assembly, and the representation of MP's should be 
proportional to the number of supporters each organiza- 
tion has, and the size of their localities. 


Parliamentary representation: MP’s in the transitional 
assembly should be elected on democratic principles and 
in (?conformity) with the approval of the organizations. 


The transitional government: With the exception of the 
prime minister, members of the cabinet of the transi- 
tional government should not be members of the transi- 
tional assembly so as to ensure equitable distribution of 
power in the [words indistinct]. 


Election of leaders: The SSA believes that elections to 
leadership positions in the central government should be 
carried out in a democratic manner by the general 
conference. The SSA believes that the approval by the 
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council of m:nisters of the transitional government and 
its program of action should have the approval of the 
majority of MP’s in the transitional government. 


Transitional period: The SSA believes in principle that 
the transitional term of the transitional government 
should be two years effective from the time the new 
president is sworn in 


The president of the Republic of Somalia and chairman 
of the SSA, Mr. Ali Mahdi Mohamed, who spoke during 
the news conference, outlined critical issues discussed 
during the conference, which has been taking place for 
some time now at Hotel Amana in Mogadishu. 


The president expressed his confidence that the Somali 
people in general will take the proposals put forward here 
seriously—proposals which represent a guideline toward 
the convening of a general conference on reconciliation. 
The president said proposals put forward by the SSA 
should not be seen as proposals to be imposed on the 
Somali people, adding that the alliance will welcome 
further proposals and ideas from any quarters so that a 
general consensus can be reached on the proposals 
during the general conference for the reconciliation of 
the Somali people. 


At the conclusion of the SSA conference, and at the 
subsequent release of its proposals, the president said the 
proposals have been agreed upon by the participants to 
the conference, and have been given complete and total 
consideration in all areas and aspects in regard to the 
interests of the Somali people.

Sudanese Accusaiions of siding SPLA Denied

Meanwhile, the UNHCR representative in Uganda, 
Olav Christofersen, has launched an appeal for moncy in 
order to purchase food and other relief supplies to look 
after Sudanese refugees who are now crossing into 
Uganda. He told me today that 400 Sudanese refugees 
are crossing into Uganda every day, and that since the 
end of November, 45,000 people had crossed and were 
now living in camps in northern Uganda. Mr. Christof- 
ersen told me that the UNHCR appeal is for $2 million, 
which will cater for an additional 75,000 refugees who 
are expected to cross into Uganda as fighting in the civil 
war intensifies over the neat few months.

There are more than 1,000 delegates in Bailundo from 
various regions of Angola and UNITA missions abroad.
